This is in reply to your teletype of Cctober 19, in which you
indicate there has been raised a question as to the validity
of the statement in Sample Letter No. 1, to the effect that
3.9 roentgens, etc., is consistent with recommendations of the
International Commissicn cn Radiation Protecticn.

Attached is a discussion by Walter Claus, Chiel, Blophysics
Branch, We are recommencding that the only change in the present
letter be as follows: The section which you have queoted to read:

"You are now advised that your exposure, as determined by

a dosimeter worn on your person, since (date) has nct been
nore than 3,9 roentgens, This is the maximum level adopted
by the AEC for its employees over a period of 13 weeks. This
exposure is approximately equivalent to 3,0 rem. It is con-
sidered safe by the AEC and is consistent with recommendations
of the National Committee on Radiation Frotection,”
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
